Frank Sepulveda, the eighteen-year- 
old son of “Con” Sepulveda, received 
twenty-one No. 6 shot in the back from 
a shotgun in the hands of E. O. Drown, 
a barber, in front of Drown’s home, at 
Normandie avenue and Thirty-sixth 
street, at 6:30 o'clock last night. 

The shooting was the culmination cof 
a neighborhood scandal, in which the 
principal characters are a hot-blooded 
Spanish youth, a corpulent woman of 
32, and a diminutive husband. 

Sepulveda, the youth, is writhing on 
a cot in the Receiving Hospital, with 
his back full of lead, but is expected 
to recover unless blood poisoning gets 
in from his score of wounds. Drown, 
the husband, is in jail, charged with 
‘assault with intent to commit murder. 
*Drown went to the Police Station 
with his wife immediately after the 
shooting and gave himself up. He said 
he had shot at a man who had calle! 


was taken in from his home, near the 
scene of the shooting, he glibly de- 


standing on the corner, and did not 
know his assailant, nor the cause of the 
attack. 

Sepulveda has been associated with 
the Drown family nearly three years, 
for a time working for W. L. Drennen, 
father of Mrs. Drown, who is a brick- 
layer. Drown razed some hounds at 
the caursing park, and later Sepulveda 
cared for them and finally secured some 
dogs of his own. About four months 
ago he was ruled off the coursing park, 
and since then he has stayed arouna 
the Drown place continuously, doing 
odd jobs of chores and iain but 
sleeping at home. 

Though the relations ot the youth 
and Mrs. Drown are stated by neigh- 
bors to have been such as to make 
trouble appear inevitable, ruction 
was precipitated by a quarrel over the 
raffie of a banjo at Drown's barber 
shop. Sepulveda had five ti:kets, and 
the raffle was pulled off and the prize 
awarded to a member of Drow 5 
household.

residents to drive him off the place. 
Accordi to their story, Drown came 
home uhexpectedly early last night, 
and Sepulveda stepped in front of the 
house, and began whistling for Mrs. 
Drown. Drown went out and asked 
what was wanted, but the young fel- 
low is said to have given a defiant an- 
swer, and refused to leave the prem- 
ises. Drown then secured his shotgun

In Texas, the land is leased to grazers 
at 3 cents an acre.’ 

Bonebrake was asked if the festive 
cow-puncher in Arizona still is the 
romantic and bloodthirsty creature as 
of the old border days. 

“Most of them go armed,” he said, 
“but their tongues are not lolling out 
of their mouths looking for trouble. 
I don't believe there are as many 
killings in proportion to the popula- 
tion as there are in Los Angeles. 

Bonebrake says that the cattle 
business is enormously profitable.

Crazy Young Woman Puts an End 
to Her Life While Detained in the 
City Jail. 8 
The lifeless body of Amelia Schuff, 
arrested Wednesday morning at the 
Rosslyn Hotel for tearing a boa from 
the neck of a guest, and otherwise 
acting in a violent manner, was found 
by Mrs. Gilbert, assistant police matron, 
early yesterday morning, hanging from 
a rope made of rags and part of a 
bed quilt in the insane cell” of the 
ö ent in the City Jail. 


she had been sleeping, near the wall, 
and with considerable effort had drawn 
herself up, while she ran the rope 
over a bar of the window. The end 
of this was fastened to the loop 
around her neck, and then the bed 
was shoved away. 

When ehe was found by Mrs. Gil- 
bert; her feet were dangling a few 
inches from the floor, and her head 
was pressed against the windéw sill. 
None of the occupents of the adjacent 
cell heard the Schuff woman's prep- 
arations, but during the night one of 
them thought that she heard her moan, 
The matron paid her last visit te the 
cell at 11 o'clock, and Miss 
seemed to be sleeping comfortably. 
ie thought that she made the prepara- 
tions for hanging herself about 4 
o'clock in the morning. 

The suicide of Miss Schuff' em- 

hasizes once again the necessity of 

aving adequate provisions for the de. 

tention of insane prisoners. It wae 
necessary that she be kept in the 
City Jail until a complaint could be 
sworn to, but it is pointed out that 
there is no place in the City Prison 
suitable for such prisoners. Often 
there are cases of violent insanity 
with which the police must deal.

Evidence Fell Down Because Jones 
Was Killed by a 22-Caliber Bullet

Lauren Hanna, the reckless young 
fellow, who was shooting loaded 
cartridges in the jubilations of New 
Year's night, went free yesterday. He 
was given the benefit of the doubt. 
Just 10 of an inch of cold lead saved 
him from the State’s Prison for ‘the 
slaughter of young J. F. Jones. 

Hanna’s lawyers handled his case 
so adroitiy that a shadow of doubt 
was thrown about.the evidence in his 
behalf. Before the defense was con- 
cluded yesterday, Judge Smith stopped 
the case, and advised the jury to bring 
in a verdict of acquittal. This was 
immediately done. 

The principal difficulty in the case 
was the size of the bullet extracted 
from the forehead of Jones, after the 
accidental shooting. 

Experts called for the defense testi- 
fied that the piece of the bullet taken 
from the dead man was fired from a 
22-caliber revolver; it was also 
shown that young Hanna was shoot- 
ing a 32-caliber revolver. 

Another element of doubt in the case 
was in regard to the velocity of the 
bullet. Although Jones was struck 
equarely in the forehead, the bullet 
did not penetrate the skull. It was 
claimed by the defense that the cart- 
ridges young Hanna was shooting were 
loaded with eighty-one grains of pow- 
der, and would have driven the bul- 
let clear through his head. re 
were other discrepancies. 

In the mean time, this young ral 
road man has gone to his death, and 
no one is to pay the penalty.

INTRODUCE TESTIMONY. 
Threats of Broome Against Melrose 
Opposing Counsel Furnish Eutertain- 


ment for Spectators—Melrose’s Coun- 
sel Will Apply for Writ of Habeas

There was a sudden and remarkable 
revulsion of feeling in Justice Aus- 
tin's court yesterday.
